Naval War (tames 
Will Begin Soon 


San Pedro, California, April 5 (AP). 
— Defense of Hawaii and tests of 
new vest-pocket cruisers, newr sky 
cruisers and new submarines will 
feature the navy's annual war games 
beginning April 16. 
FYom that date until April 28 the 
boating forces, engaging in Problem 
XVIII, will cover 5,000,000 square 
miles of ocean between Alaska, Ha­ 
waii and California, in the climax 
of the year’s training activities. 
Six weeks of action will find 139 
ships and 474 fighting aircraft en­ 
gaged in millions of miles of flying, 
thousands of takeoffs from carrier 
and by catapult from warships and 
intricate problems of sky navigation 
and return to moving bases. 
Thousands of miles of cruising un- 
: der war conditions will face the sur­ 
face and undersea ship navigators. 
‘ 
Tile newest, fastest 1.500-ton de- 
! stroyers, frequently termed ‘‘vest- 
pocket 
cruisers" 
will 
move 
into 
Aleutian waters. 
In the wallowing 
seas of the Arctic these ships will 
have real sea problems, no radio 
beams, no lighthouses. 
There will be seven twelve-plane 
squadrons of the navy’s giant ocean- 
spanning sky patrols and two addi- 
i tional six-plane squadrons on mis­ 
sions of coast and insular defense. 
During the 
maneuvers a twelve- 
I plane squadron will fly from San Di- 
lego to Pearl Harbor.
